' When it came to the candidates asking each other ques- 
tions, Mulas asked Byrnes, “How do you go about reaching 
out to legislators on the state and federal level?” 

Byrnes answered that her concerns encompass, “Anything 
that can adversely affect school,” and that she has had cor- 
respondence with Chair Peggy Kane and Superintendent 
Delai. “I’ve written a variety of letters.” 

Byrnes added, “There are issues that plague public educa- 
tion. It’s more and more rocky. If I can lend a voice to sup- 


port our district, so be it.” 


Byrnes asked Mulas, “What was the most difficult event in 


the past three years?” 
Mulas replied, 


“It was challenging in seeking a new 


Superintendent. We all have jobs. It became a full-time job 
[looking for a new superintendent]. Going through the 
process was difficult.

There wasn’t a lot of inflation in 2014, 
| but it was enough to trigger some small 

changes in tax brackets. For instance, 

for married couples filing jointly, those 

| with taxable income below $18,450 are in 

i the 10-percent bracket; the 15-percent 

bracket ees up to $74,900; the 25-percent goes to $151,200; the 
28-percent to $230,450; the 33-percent to $411,500; and the 35- 


percent to $464,850. Over that, 


the marginal rate is 39 percent. 


Brackets for singles and heads of households are increased 
similarly. 
« The standard deduction for married couples is up to $12,600, 
with an additional $1,250 for those over 65 or blind. For tax- 


payers who can be claimed as a dependent, the deduction is 
the greater of $1,050 or $350 plus earned income. 

The personal exemption rises to $4,000 per person but starts 
to phase out for those with adjust gross income over $309,900 
‘for married couples filing jointly. Similarly, itemized deduc- 
tions are reduced for them. The new investment income floor 
for the kiddie tax is $2,100. AMT exemptions rise to $83,400 
for married filing jointly, beginning to phase out at $158,900 


for those couples.

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Who were the Minute Men of 17 73?

hen the British marched to 

Lexington and Concord on 

the night of April 18, 1775, 
Wilmington had two groups which 
marched to the alarm. The town had a 
militia company with some 78 men, 
which had fought in the French and 
Indian Wars. And from that militia 
were drawn 27 Minute Men, sworn to 
report within 30 minutes, ready to 
fight. These Minute Men had an addi- 
tional ten half-days of training. 

The Minute Men organized on March 
7, 1775, and only six weeks later, they 
were called to march to Concord. The 
captain was Cadwallader Ford, Jr, a 31- 
year-old attorney who was also the 
town clerk. He lived in the imposing 
house at 300 Salem St., facing 


‘Middlesex Avenue. It was to that house 


that the alarm was carried on the night 
of April 18. 

The Wilmington Minute Men 
marched to Concord and fought at 
Meriam’s Corner and along the route 
of the British as they fled back toward 
Boston. 

Ford served as captain for the fight- 
ing at Concord, and then disappeared 
from the company records. It is 
believed he became a post courier, car- 
rying messages among the patriot 
leaders. There is an entry in the 
Massachusetts Archives mentioning 
him as such. Other than that, for obvi- 
ous reasons, it was a matter of secrecy. 

Five days after Concord, on April 24, 
Ford was succeeded as captain by John 
Harnden, who served as lieutenant on 
Concord day. He was one of four broth- 
ers to serve in the Revolutionary War. 
They were descended from Richard 
Harnden, the first settler in what is 
now North Wilmington. 

Capt. Harnden is listed as command- 
ing troops at the Battle of Bunker Hill 
on June 17, two months after Concord 
day. The record is not entirely clear, as 
some records indicate the Wilmington 
Minute men drew guard duty at 
Cambridge that day. However, in the 
History of Middlesex County (1890) by 


.D. Hamilton Hurd, Vol. I, P. 298, 


referring to the Tewksbury Minute 
Men, “Many of the company at Bunker 


Hill, commanded by Capt. John 
Harnden of Wilmington, in Col. 
Bridge’s regiment, were from 


Tewksbury.” 
John Harnden was also a delegate to 
the Massachusetts Constitutional 


Convention in 1779. 

The Minute Men had two sergeants, 
William Blanchard and David Beard. 
Blanchard lived at what is now called 
Federal Hill, overlooking the training 
field, east of Middlesex Avenue and 
north of Federal Street. When John 
Harnden became captain on April 24, 
Blanchard became lieutenant. He 
became a captain of militia in 1782 and 
eventually retired as a colonel. 

David Beard was also a sergeant. He 
later participated in the Crown Point 
Expedition, serving turns for John 
Eames and Zebediah Buck. 

Water bearers in the company were 
Nathan Beard, Ephraim Flagg and 
Benjamin Taylor. 

William Butters, Jr. was 39 when he 
marched to Concord with the Minute 
Men. He lived in the Butters farmhouse 
on Chestnut Street. He was the grand- 
son and namesake of one of the found- 
ing selectmen of the town, and the 
great-grandson of the man believed to 
have been the first settler. He served in 
Capt. Harnden’s company, and proba- 
bly fought at Bunker Hill. He also 
served in Capt. Jesse Wyman’s compa- 
ny in the Regiment of Guards doing 
duty on Bunker Hill in Feb. 1778; also 
on guard duty at Winter Hill and other 
locations in and around Boston. 

Benjamin Harnden was a brother of 
Capt. John Harnden. The family lived 
on what was known as Hardscrabble, 
now known as High Street. His oldest 
brother Joseph died at Cambridge on 
Christmas Eve, 1775. Benjamin eventu- 
ally became a lieutenant. Joshua 
Harnden, later a colonel, also fought a 
a member of the militia. 

The list of Minute Men is drawn from 
the “coat list,” put together later to 
award the Minute Men with winter 
coats in reward for their service. They 
were also paid in shillings and pence, 
about a year after the battle. At that 
point, the colonies were still part of 
England. 

In the 1970s, Bill Meyer did extensive 
research and put together a roster of 
more than 200 Wilmington men who 
served in the Revolutionary War. He 
was able to draw good information on 
some, and not as much on others. 

Meyer was among the men who re- 
organized the Wilmington Minute Men 
in 1968. While the original Minute Men 


were only together for a matics of 
months, the re-organized company has 
been in existence for 47 years. “~' 

More can be learned about some: of 
the Minute Men, whose stories might 
be found in New Hampshire or Mainé. 

Jacob Flynn settled in Milford, N.H., 
where he became an innkeeper and 
businessman. The name might have 
been Flint, Fling or Flyng. 
Descendants have traced his story and 
put it up on a web page. 

In Meyer’s listing, Jacob Fling 
(Flint) is said to have been from North 
Reading, a farmhand at the Fords and 
Jaquiths. The descendants have been 
unable to determine where he was 
born, although they have a date = 
September bee Wye 

His marriage to Mary Pearson: on 
March 24, 1778 is listed in-~ the 
Wilmington records under Flynn, 

There is a listing for him -* in 
Massachusetts Soldiers and Sailors of 
the War of the Revolution: Flyn, Jaecb, 
Wilmington. List of Men in need: of 
blankets, as returned by Capt.- Jolin 
Wood, dated Medford, Aug. 1774; also, 
Fifer, Capt. Wood’s (5th) co., Lieut. 
Col. Baldwin’s (late Gerrish's) (38th) 
regt.; pay abstract for Sept. 1775, dated 
Chelsea; also company return [proba- 
bly Oct. 1775.] 

Another entry read: Flynn, Jacob. 
Return of Capt. John Harendel’ s 
(Harnden’s) co, dated May 11, 1775; 
also, Fifer, Capt. John Harnden’s co., 
Col. Bridge’s rgt.; receipt for advance 
pay dated Camp at Cambridge, June 
22, 1775, signed by said Flynn and oth- 
ers. = 

Flynn, Jacob. Capt. Cadwallader 
Ford, Jr’s co. of Minute Men; company 
receipt for wages dated Wilmington, 
May 6, 1776. 

These and other records indicate that 
Flynn served as a fifer, and then had 
some level of authority over the distri- 
bution of supplies, including guns... 

Flynn died in Milford, N.H. on Oct. 
28, 1827. 

Others listed as Wilmington Minute 
Men were John Winn, Thomas Evans, 
Jr., Jesse Hopkins, Paul Upton, John 
Eames, Jr., Phineas Peabody, Russell 
Jones, Benjamin Gleason, John Gould, 
James Tweed, Samuel Eames, 
Jonathan Eames, Jr., John Gowing, 
Jr., Moses Pearson, William Fay, (or 
Tay or Pay), Jesse Holt and Joshua

The film began in 2004 
when Arredondo lit a 
Marines’ van on fire after 
learning that his oldest son, 
Alex, had died fighting in 
Iraq. Arredondo’s extreme 
grief over Alex's death 
launched him on a journey to 
honor his son and fight for 
the America he believed in. 
He became a_ well-known 
peace activist and then a 
central figure in Occupy 
Boston. 

“The story unfolded over 
time and I kept filming,” 
Rogovin explains. 

She says that her film 


touches on many important 
issues - immigration, partic- 
ipation in democracy, eco- 
nomic inequality, and war - 
from the point of view of how 
they affect real people. 
Rogovin and her team are 
now seeking support on 
IndieGoGo to pay for the fin- 
ishing services that will 
complete the film - color cor- 
rection, audio mixing, titles, 
music, and archival materi- 
als.

They 
are the first ones called to 
respond to chemical and 
environmental emergencies, 
ranging from the suspected 
presence of carbon monox- 
ide to a gas leak. They may 
be called to rescue a child 
who has fallen through the 
ice or who has locked him- 
self in a bathroom. They res- 
cue people from stalled ele- 
vators and those who are 
trapped in vehicle crashes. 
They test and maintain their 
equipment including self- 
contained breathing appara- 
tus (SCBA), hydrants, hoses, 
power tools, and apparatus. 
At the Massachusetts 
Firefighting Academy they 
learn all these skills and 
more from certified fire 
instructors who are also 
experienced firefighters. 
Students learn all the basic 
skills they need to respond to 
fires and to contain and con- 
trol them. They are also 
given training in public fire 
education, hazardous mate- 


rial incident mitigation, 
flammable liquids, stress 
management, confined 


space rescue techniques, and 
rappelling. The intensive, 
nine-week program for 
municipal firefighters 


involves classroom instruc- 
tion, physical fitness train- 
ing, firefighter skills train- 
ing, and live firefighting 
practice. 

Starting with Class #200, 
the Massachusetts 
Firefighting Academy 
changed its training format 
from 72 students in a 12-week 
program to a smaller class 
size of 24 students that starts 
every three weeks. There are 
still 72 students on campus 
at any one time, but the 
smaller class size is expect- 
ed to achieve time efficien- 
cies without compromising 
learning, and in fact improve 
education with smaller stu- 
dent/instructor ratios. 

Basic Firefighter Skills 

Students receive classroom 
training in all basic firefight- 
er skills. They practice first 
under non-fire conditions 
and then during controlled 
fire conditions. To graduate, 
students must demonstrate 
proficiency in life safety, 
search and rescue, ladder 
operations, water supply, 
pump operation, and fire 
attack. Fire attack opera- 
tions range from mailbox 
fires to multiple-floor or 
multiple-room __ structural 
fires. Upon successful com- 
pletion of the Recruit 
Program all students have 
met national standards of 
National Fire Protection 
Association 1001 and are cer- 
tified to the level of 
Firefighter I and II, and 
Hazardous, 5 iPS

Dear Senate President, 


As’ the legislative representative on behalf of the 
Wilmington School Committee, Wilmington, MA, I am writ- 
ing to you today to ask for you to reconsider Governor 
Baker’s recent budgetary position proposing the reduction 
of funding for educational line items, especially the 
Kindergarten Expansion Grant Programs. 

As you are aware, Massachusetts public schools are at a 
critical and transitional time in education. With the creation 
of new curriculum to meet the new standards, along with a 
new assessment tool being considered, all done without 
financial support from the state, we cannot afford to take 
another huge hit in budgetary cuts that will impact our stu- 
dents; especially our youngest learners. Districts like ours 
haveicontinually been creative in budgetary planning to 
meet the high level of quality programs and supports that 
our teachers and students need and deserve. It’s imperative 
that we give our students every opportunity to master the 
increasing demands of learning, which can only be done in 


a full day program. 


The lack of adequate resources for these demands contin- 
ually compromises and risks the quality of programming 
within our schools and our student’s achievement. The pos- 
sible implication of such a recommendation has Wilmington 
trying to determine how we will find $132,000 in an already 
tight budget. Among the different options many districts 
may have to consider, perhaps even Wilmington, are possi- 
ble staff layoffs, which will increase classroom sizes, as well

The Kinder Morgan -Tennesee Gas Pipeline Company (founded by former Enron Executives) is 
proposing a 24" high pressure gas pipeline through the lush and forested backyards, wildlife corridors, 
watersheds, and wetlands of Tewksbury.

sue eminent domain proceedings to “take” backyards and establish 30-50 foot permanent, clear-cut 
easements needed to bury highly volatile pipes as close as 20 feet or less to homes, and no more 

than 3 feet underground. This will permanently destroy backyards, wildlife corridors, watersheds and 
wet lands. Moreover, trees, sheds, and swimming pools will forever be prohibited on the easement 

and pesticides will be regularly applied to prevent vegetation from growing. They have proposed a 
tentative route through Tewksbury along the Andover border to Wilmington, but FERC has not locked ! 
it in yet. There are two alternate paths along existing power lines through South Tewksbury also on 
the table. The specific path can change at any moment.

The girls met three or four times at each other’s homes 
and decided on the name Angels for Autism with a motto 
which tied into it, “Where’s your halo?” 

“They came up with it all on their own, including the 
name, slogan, fundraising plan and development,” said 
Robin Gigante. Including a GoFundMe website and video 
the girls produced, which features Ashley describing how 
autism affects her personally. 

“T hope it helps with research so we could find a cure for 
specific types of autism,” said Lily Gigante. “Maybe all of 
iia Her ger sister Whitney received donations by

“That’s just part of the autism,” she explained to the stu- 
dents. She described the diagnosis to her daughter as hav- 
ing a special brain that learns differently. 

“Ashley is really good at some things,” 
class. For example, her daughter was good at ice skating, 
but not so much at making friends. 

This changed once Ashley joined Lunch Bunch, a social 
skills group where she met most of the friends who, togeth- 
er, created Angels for Autism. 

Lunch Bunch provided Ashley the opportunity to socialize 
in a small group so she could then use those skills in a larg- 
er group environment such as the recess yard or the cafete- 
ria. 

She was also able to make friends with female peers. 
Another key element in her socialization, as most of her 
classmates at the time were boys. 

Autism statistics, according to the U.S. Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention (CDC) show one in 68 children in 
America are diagnosed on the autism spectrum. “Studies 
also show that autism is four to five times more common 
among boys than girls. An estimated 1 out of 42 boys and 1 
in 189 girls are diagnosed with autism in the United States.” 

Having Lunch Bunch with students she could relate to gen- 
der-wise has made a huge difference said Breen. “It has 
boosted her self-esteem, and it’s as meaningful to her as it 
is to her friends. They see past the autism. They are proud 
to have Ashley as their friend.” 

“Ashley makes me laugh and smile every time I see her,” 


said Angels for Autism member Anisha Lacerda, Ashley’s

Friday, after students are released for spring break - a 
time when many kids head to the beach - Angels for Autism 
will have a table set up in front of the Tewksbury Walmart 
collecting donations. 

Each time someone makes a donation, they will receive a 
loom band bracelet - handmade in blue for Autism 
Awareness. Each bracelet will have an autism puzzle piéce 
charm made by Christina Conti. 

“They will continue raising money even though they have 
already exceeded their goal,” said Breen. 

“They are a great group of girls,” said Mina Lacerda, 
Anisha’s mother. “They help Ashley in school and on the bus 
- whenever they can. I can honestly say they are angels.”

restore $3.5M 


to Tewksbury Hospital — 


BOSTON, MA - Despite 
several lengthy hearings and 
opposition Representative 
Miceli triumphed, as prom- 
ised, to restore funding to 
the operating account of the 
Tewksbury State Hospital. 
The operating expenditure 
line item, integral to the 
everyday operation of the 
facility, was initially project- 
ed to receive $154 million dol- 
lars under Governor Baker’s 
budget; the first of three 
budget proposals to be 
revealed during the annual 
budgeting process. Under 
the House Ways and Means 
budget released on April 
15th, the second of the pro- 
posed budgets in the series, 
the line item would stand to 
receive $158 million after 
Representative Miceli’s con- 
tinued championing. 

“tT am pleased that I, 
Chairman Brian Dempsey, 
and the Ways and Means 
Committee was able to 
restore this funding at such a 
significant amount. This 
money is well-used and 
deserved. 

“I know, as does anyone 
who has ever interacted with 
Tewksbury Hospital, that 
this money goes to directly 
treat the frailest citizens of 
our state. Without this 
money, an entire ward would 


have been closed and consol- 
idated and a number of geri- 
atric patients would have 
been discharged to other 
hospitals, or even worse, and 
a significant number of 
employees would have been 
sent home despite their ter- 
rific job-performance.” said 
Representative Miceli upon 
the unveiling of the budget. 
“We have developed a bal- 
anced budget that displays 
financial discipline, but 
removing resources from a 
hospital that generates. rev- 
enue, while helping those in 
a dire situation through no 
fault of their own, just does 
not make fiscal or moral 
sense. I am pleased to have 
played the leading role in 
resolving the matter, and 
thank the Chair and fellow 
committee members for sup- 
porting the hospital.”

In December of 2014, at a 
Special Town Meeting, res- 
idents voted in favor of the 
purchase of Ristuccia 
Arena, enabling the Town 
to negotiate the purchase 
of the rink in the coming 
year. 

Also, of note has been the 
proposal by Kinder Morgan 
to run a natural gas line 
through Wilmington. The 
issue has been ongoing, 
with the plan that the pro- 
posed pipeline would pass 
in close proximity to resi- 
dential properties and the 


Brown’s Crossing and 
Salem St. well fields. 
Since the proposal, 


Wilmington and surround- 
ing communities have held 
Pipeline Awareness meet- 
ings to ensure residents 
understand the potential 
impact the pipeline could 
have should the proposed 
route remain unexamined. 
Kinder Morgan has held 
several open houses, one of 
which was attended by 
opponents and Pipeline 
Awareness members 
Suzanne Sullivan and 
Frank Gullotto, both 
Wilmington residents. 
After listening to resi- 
dents’ concerns, the con- 
sensus was that the route 
would be reexamined. 
Kinder Morgan representa- 
tives met with Town 
Engineer Paul Alunni to 
discuss rerouting the 
pipeline to avoid the wells, 
but the new proposed route 
which could potentially be 
installed in close proximity 
to Benevento, a local quar- 
ry where blasting is done 
on a regular basis, has not 
been well received. 
Gullotto and Sullivan are 
scheduled to participate in 
an Earth Day panel at 
Salem State this week 
focused on discussion of 
the pipeline. 

In other news, 
Wednesday, April 15th has 
been declared One Boston 
Day. A moment of silence 
was observed at 2:49 pm in 
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honor of the day which 
marks the 2nd anniversary 
of the Marathon Bombing 
attack that targeted Boston 
and reverberated through 
the entire Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. 

The Patriot’s Day bomb- 
ing killed three innocent 
bystanders, injuring hun- 
dreds. Three days later, the 
bombers took the life of 
MIT Officer Sean Collier, 
whose family has ties to 
Wilmington. 

According to a recent 
press release from the 
Massachusetts Municipal 
Association (MMA), 
Boston Mayor Martin 
Walsh announced a series 
of plans to “recall, reflect 
and honor the victims in a 
way that celebrates the 
strength and unity of all of 
Massachusetts.” 

Walsh also has asked that 
municipal leaders across 
the state to join in observ-

ing April 15th as “One 
Boston Day,” as a day to 
“honor and remember all 
those affected by the tragic 
events, and to celebrate the 
resiliency, generosity, and 
strength of the people that 
make our communities 
great.”

Told about call-up on Saturday night 


A long journey but worth it

SAN FRANCISCO/TEWKSBURY -- 
Nearly seven years removed 
from Tewksbury High 
School, Scott Oberg made 
history on Sunday after- 
noon. He got called up to 
“The Show”. 

Oberg became the first 
baseball player in the histo- 
ry of the town to make it to 
Major League Baseball. 

The 2008 TMHS graduate 
was called up from Triple-A 
Albuquerque to replace John 
Axford on the Colorado 
Rockies team. He made it in 
time to be dressed for 
Sunday's game against the 
Cubs before flying back out 
that night with the team for 
its three-game trip to San 
Francisco. 

He didn't pitch either 
Sunday or Monday, but did 
squeeze time in with the 
Town Crier for an interview 
after Monday's game. 

“Jt really means the world 
to me to have a 
childhood/lifelong dream 


come true,” he said. “And I 
couldn't be prouder to have 
grown up in Tewksbury and 
be able to say that I am the 
first to reach this level of 
baseball. I can't thank my 
wife, Diana, my parents 
Royd and Teresa, my broth- 
er Jeff, all my coaches that 
helped teach me the funda- 
mentals of the game and 
how to love and enjoy base- 
ball when I coming up 
through Tewksbury Little 
League, all three coaches I 
played for in my four years 
at Tewksbury High School, 
especially (then head coach) 
Ron Drouin. 

“And thank you to everyone 
back home for the support 
you have shown over the 
past years and various texts 
and messages I received in 
the past 36 hours. It means 
the absolute world to me.” 

Oberg had been with the 
Rockies each of the past two 
Spring Trainings and was 
one of the last cuts on this 
year's roster and was 
assigned to Triple-A, a year 
after his season in Double-A 


was cut short due to a shoul- 
der injury. He made one 
appearance at Albuquerque, 
before everything went into 
a tailspin on Saturday night. 
“I was on my way to the 
bullpen when my manager, 
Glenallen Hill told me I 
needed to go inside and put 
my cleats on - I was wearing 
turf (cleats) because I was 
told I would not be pitching 
that night,” said Oberg. “So 
I run back into the club- 
house in Albuquerque and 
quickly throw on my spikes 
and rush out the back of the 
clubhouse to get to the 
bullpen which is behind the 
left field wall around the 
back wall and foul pole. Our 
starter was just finishing up 
his pre-start pen and the 
pitching coach told me I 
needed to go with him back 
to the dugout. He told me he 
wanted me next to him to do 
a chart - and (to be honest) 
I wasn't thinking that it was 
weird or something was 
going on because relief 
pitchers don't do charts even 
when they are down there.

“So we get back into the 
dugout and Hill asked if J 
saw (Farm Director) Zach 
(Wilson) when I was in-the 
clubhouse and I said yeah he 
was sitting in your office, 
why? He said you might 
want to go back up there and 
see Zach. Now I know some- 
thing is up and I give him a 
look as if to tell me what is 
going on. So he repeats with 
a little smile, and said 'go up 
and see Zach. You have an 
early flight tomorrow’. Still 
not knowing for sure but now 
my heart is racing. 

“I get back up to the man- 
agers office and Zach tells 
me to sit down as Kyle 
Kendrick is delivering a 
pitch for the Rockies (on the 
television in front of us): He 
asks me how I feel, how | 
thought I did the other night 
and then he points to the TV 
and says 'Denver looks like 
a cool place to pitch, huh'? 
And I responded witha 
nervous 'yeah' and he said 
"good because you are going 
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eighth grader Joseph 
Scioli. “I believe that the 
many struggles which were 
méntioned by _ Allison 
impacted many future deci- 
sions of the students at 
WMS. Allison’s speech could 
not have been more educa- 
tional and informative by 
any means for the reason 
being that it has given many 
Students a feeling of relief 
frém the many addictive 
qualities which most com- 
mon drugs have to offer 


today.” 
The 300 students were com- 
pletely engaged with 


Allison's message from the 
get-go, his passion, his 
desire to help anyone - or 
just one person - stay away 
from drugs, alcohol, peer 
préssure, addicting traits 
‘and basically avoiding the 
path he went down for many 
years. For the past few years 
he has spoken to students, 
either in high school or mid- 
dle school about the wrong 
choices he made. On Friday 
he was able to interact with 


‘the children - including a 


quéstion and answering ses- 
Sion - thanks to the 


Wilmington Board of Health, 


which funded the event. 
“This was good, real good,” 


said Allison after the event 


ended. “The kids were there 
with me. I feel pretty good 
about the whole thing. I 
really didn't hold back 
today. And this is not an 
easy thing to do. You get up 
there and explain your story 
in an hour and I think I went 
over that a little bit, but I 
feel pretty comfortable 
when I do this because it's 
me and it's my story. The 
kids were with me the whole 
time. I think my story was 


‘ definitely passed on to them 


and I think they got it.” 
The Golden Arm 


Allison graduated from 
Peabody High School in 
2003. He was a four-year 
starting pitcher for the 
Tanners, and easily is known 
as the most decorated pitch- 
er this state has ever seen. 
In his senior year, he was 
named the Massachusetts 
Gatorade Player of the Year, 
the Baseball America Player 
of the Year, after he finished 
9-0, with a 0.00 ERA, which 
included striking out 142 bat- 
ters in 63.2 innings, giving 
up, just 13 hits and 9 walks 
all'season. He threw consec- 
utive no-hitters to 
Cambridge and Somerville, 
while he also stole home in 
the eighth inning giving the 
Tanners a victory in a state 
tournament game. 

All of that came after he 
was a member of the 
Peabody Babe Ruth 14-year- 
old World Series 
Championship team, while 
being a member of the USA 
Junior National team where 
he was a first-team All- 
American. In June of 2003, 
he was the No. 1 right-hand- 
ed pitching prospect in the 
entire country. 

Shortly after graduating 
from Peabody High, Allison 
was taken No. 16 overall at 
the MLB Draft. He was 
taken right before the Red 
Sox drafted David Murphy, 
and was in the same draft as 
current MLB players such 
as Murphy, Nick Markakis, 
Delmon Young, Adam Jones 
and former Red Sox catcher 
Jarrod Saltalamaccia. 
Several weeks after the draft 
was completed, Allison 
signed a contract with the 
Marlins which included a 
1:85 million dollar signing 
bonus. He pitched in three 
games for the Gulf Coast 
League Marlins, striking out 
11 batters in 9 innings, but at 
that time he was already 
knee-deep in a long addic- 
tion of drugs and alcohol. 

He said on Friday that his 
addiction started during his 
freshman year at Peabody 
High where he hung out with 
the older kids, mostly the 
juniors and seniors. 
Problems started by attend- 
ing parties, drinking alcohol 
and smoking marijuana. 
The next year as a sopho- 
more, his addiction became 
OxyContin and he recalled 
the first time he sniffed it 
out of a plate, which was 
passed around by the older 
kids. 

His addiction continued all 
the way through high school. 
He said just two days after

he got drafted, he addiction 
went to an even higher level 
which an intense night of 
partying. After he signed his 
contract and assigned to 
Gulf Coast, Allison at the 
time was. 6-foot-3, 195 
pounds, and by the end of 
that short season he was 
down to about 170 pounds - 
and later on down to 140 
pounds. He was _ taking 
OxyContin everyday and 
partying into the wee hours 
of the morning. 

“T couldn't tell anyone that 
I had a substance abuse 
problem,” he _ said. “I 
remember in October of 
2003, I received my first pay- 
check from the Marlins and 
it was for $250,000. I took five 
thousand of that money 
right away and ran with it. I 
got as many OxyContin pills 
as I could get. I went from 
smoking it once every three 
or four days. to being a full- 
blown OxyContin Addict. I 
was sniffing pills every sin- 
gle day.” 

He added that he continued 
to take large amounts of 
money from that first pay- 
check for his drug habits. 


The Relapses 


Seven months after he was 
drafted, in January of 2004, 
Allison was in Florida work- 
ing out to get ready for the 
upcoming season. His 
weight was down to 150 
pounds. He was working out 
with the likes of current 
NFL stars Eli Manning and 
Julio Jones and current 
MLB player Aaron Hill. 
During that time, his father 
- who Allison said he didn't 
have much of a relationship 
with growing up - reached 
out to him because he knew 
something was wrong. Jeff 
told his father about his 
addiction. That led to telling 
the Marlins he needed help, 
and they sent him back to 


orn 


Massachusetts to spend 
seven days in a treatment 
center in Danvers followed 
by 30 in a facility in Lynn. 
That only made _ things 
worse. 

“J just continued to use 
(after I got out of those 
recovery places),” he said. 
“At that time OxyContin 
became too expensive, so I 
made a call to someone I 
knew and he got me heroin. 
I used it for the first time 
and I overdosed. I was in 
ICU at the Union Hospital in 
Lynn. I died and I was 
brought back to life for the 
first time. Later on after I 
got out of the hospital, my 
sister sent me a picture of 
me being brought back to 
life my the doctors who were 
using the paddles. I still 
have that picture today.” 

That happened in 2004, and 
it was that year and '05 
when Allison was put on the 
"Restricted List' by the 
Marlins, which forfeited his 
right to get paid, losing the 
other 1.5 million dollars or 
so. During that time his life 
went into a complete spiral. 

“For three years I was a 
heroin addict and if had only 
reached out to someone 
before then,” he said with a 
long pause, knowing that his 
isolation from the world and 
his secrets of being a drug 
addict severely made things 
worse. 

After that overdose, the 
Marlins put him in a rehab 
center in Arizona. He got 
out, at that time thinking he 
was cured and was assigned 
to go back to the Marlins 
Single-A team in North 
Carolina. Instead he contin- 
ued to use. 

“J was sticking a needle in 
my arm every single day 
that season I was in North 
Carolina,” he said. “I again 
relapsed. But this time they 
needed to use the paddles 


multiple times to get me 
back. It was the second time 
I had died and I was brought 
back. There had to be a rea- 
son for that.” 

During that time he also 
started to steal cars, includ- 
ing telling a story where he 
stole a Flower Shop 
Business Van and was in a 
high speed chase with police 
officers. He was eventually 
caught and spent three 
months in jail. 

“T was homeless at the age 
of 20,” he said. “After that 
chase, I went to jail and I 
spent four days in a holding 
cell and I was deathly ill 
(because he wasn't using).” 

At that time he was facing 
up to 8.5 years in jail for his 
multiple felony charges. 

“J rented out my car for 
drugs, I rented out my moth- 
er's car for drugs, I had no 
license, no home, no wallet, 
nothing,” he said. “I was 
going to face the judge in 
court. I was homeless on the 
streets of North Carolina 
and it was 4:30 am. I decided 
to walk 33 miles from 
Greensboro to High Point 
(North Carolina) to my 
mother's place.” 

Then he asked his mother 
to go to court for him. She 
returned and told him there 
was a warrant out for his 
arrest. He decided then to 
make a phone call which 
would save his life. He called 
a lifetime buddy, Tony 
Coppola (who is good 
friends with this writer). He 
flew Allison home, let him 
stay at his home for months, 
only if he got serious help 
for his addiction. He did. 
Allison went through the 12- 
step program, all the while 
making amends with his 
mother, his family, his close 
friends and all of the rela- 
tionships he destroyed 
because of his drug use. 

“That (phone call to Tony)

happened on December 6th, 
2006 and I've been sober 
ever since,” he said. 

The following July in 2007, 
Allison was back in North 
Carolina with the hopes of 
restarting his baseball 
career. 

“I was there for one day, 
and when I got back to my 
hotel that night, the police 
offers were at my door,” he 
said. “I was sent to jail in 
Florida for three to four 
weeks. All in all, I ended up 
doing about a year in jail. 
But the weird thing is the 
jail I was sitting in was ten 
feet away from the baseball 
field I played at the year 
before.” 


The Comeback 


The following year in 2008, 
Allison was pitching High 
Single-A Ball in Jupiter and 
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Jeff Allison delivers life pitch to middle school students 


the following year he was 
named a League All-Star. 
When he found out he cried, 
knowing that he overcarhe 
all of the odds of his abuse 
and drug addiction, all the 
while staying sober. He then 
moved up to Double-A in 
Jacksonville and pitched in 
2009, '10 and 'll before: an 
injury ended his career. 
During those three seasons 
of pitching and the last four 
now out of baseball, Allison 
has remained sober. He was 
asked if gets easier or hard- 
er everyday. 

“It's always knowing that 
I'm a recovering drug addict 
and I'll have that every sin- 
gle day for the rest of my 
life,” he said. “It gets easier 
the more you believe in, it, 
the more you live in it and 
want it, and this is what you 
want to be for the rest of 
your life. You live with it, it's 
OK. You don't have to, ‘five 
the other side of it. You have 
one side of it where you liye 
your life doing things the 
right way and the other side 
of it is where people. just 
can't get out of addiction, 
being homeless, going to 
rehab and recovery places, 
going to jail and I lived 
through all of that. And to be 
here today to tell my story is 
just amazing. I'm so happy 
to be alive and to be able to 
do this today.” 

Today Allison remains 
sober for over eight years 
now. He has spoken to stu- 
dents across the state about 
20 times, and hopes to do it 
more. He is in his fourth sea- 
son coaching baseball and 
teaching pitching lessons 
out of the ‘Show. Baseball 
Academy' in Lawrence with 
former Red Sox prospect 
Steve Lomasney, among oth- 
ers. His life is good, and 
more importantly he's in 
complete control of it and 
his decision making. 

“Jeff's goal was to make us 
aware of the bad decisions 
he made when faced with 
the challenges and obstacles 
of adolescence, so we are 
informed enough not make 
the same mistakes as him,” 
said eighth grader . April 
Haines. “(Usually) teachers 
(tell us) “drugs are bad,” 
(but instead) we were able 
to hear and see someone’s 
story of how drugs destroyed 
their life. Next year, we are 
going to be high schoolers 
and will be faced with many 
instances of peer-pressure 
and tough decisions - will 
need to be made. 

“Jeff Allison had a passion 
for baseball as a kid, which I 
can relate to because I love 
to play soccer. His goals and 
life were completely thrown 
off by an OxyContin and 
then a heroin addiction.- I 
liked that Jeff Allison came 
to talk to us, because his 
story made me realize how 
quickly drugs can become 
addicting and how sefiotis 
they can be. He went from 
being drafted by the Marlins 
and feeling on top of the 
world, to homeless - and 
alone, not to mention his 
body’ s dependency om hero- 
in. Jeff Allison described the 
emotional and physical. tor- 
ture that drugs put him and 
his family through. He_kept 
saying “I don’t just do this 
for me, I want to help one of 
you.” Now that I know: Jeff 
Allison’s story I will ne 
do drugs; his story did-help 
me.” +

But his career all started 
while playing at Austin Prep 
for then head coach Dick 
Scanlon, the beloved WHS 
Hall of Famer who passed 
away over a decade ago. 

“I loved Dick as a coach, I 
really did,” said Ciampa, 
who graduated from AP in 
1976. “I loved him as a 
coach. He really knew his 
baseball. He was always 
very good to me. Back then 
though he didn't have the 
resources at Austin Prep. 
But I loved playing for him 
and (fellow WHS Hall of 
Fame Coach) Paul Lyman, 
who was his assistant. 

“T remember Dick calling 
me up on the phone during

my senior year. I was play- 
ing hockey and he would call 
me asking me my opinion 
about our upcoming base- 
ball season. I wondered why 
he was calling me, but I 
guess he knew that I cared 
and that I would listen to 
him. That meant a lot to me. 
He knew that all I wanted to 
do was play. I just couldn't

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wait to get to the ball field 
every single day.” 

Ciampa mentioned that 
Scanlon didn't have the 
'resources' and what he 
meant by that was AP didn't 
take any program - unless it 
was hockey - seriously. In 
fact AP didn't have a base- 
ball field to play on. 

“Dick was always battling 
with the athletic directors to 
get us things,” said Ciampa. 
“He had to fight for every- 
thing. We had no field to 
play on. Every single one of 
our games was a road game. 


- We didn't even have a prac- 


tice field. We went to the 
North Intermediate because 
it was close to Dick's home. 

“We had to travel for every 
single one of our games and 
practices. You didn't think 
about that stuff then, but 
looking back that's not easy. 
That's a very tough thing to 
go through for a team.” 

During his career at AP, 
Ciampa, a left-handed hitter 
and centerfielder, was a two- 
time Merrimack Valley 
Conference All-League 
selection and a_ two-time 
Team MVP. In his senior 
season he batted .582, going 
34-for-58 and the 34 hits 
broke a record and still 
stands today. He also scored 
22 runs and stole 24 bases, 
two records. also that still 
stand today. 
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In addition, he played one 
year of hockey, his senior 
season. He was cut the pre- 
vious few years “the team 
was loaded every year” and 
made the team as a senior, 
finishing with 6 goals and 9 
assists, helping the team fin- 
ish 16-1-1. 

Ciampa then went to 
Westfield State where he had 
a phenomenal four-year 
baseball career. with the 
Owls. He set 13 school 
records, two New England 
records. He was a two-time 
All-Conference _ selection, 
two-time All New England 
selection, was a first team 
All-American, and led the 
Nation in steal percentage in 
1979 swiping 46 of 47 bases. 

He was then drafted by the 
Red Sox in the 25th round of 
the 1980 MLB draft. He 
played in the minors through 
1984 reaching Double-A and 
ended his minor league 
career with a .278 average 
including 8 home runs, 148 
RBI and 178 stolen bases. 

He was on the 1983 New 
Britain Double-A team 
which won the Eastern Mass 
Championship and among 
his teammates were Roger 
Clemens, Al Nipper, Kevin 
Romine, Marc Sullivan, Pat 
Dobson, Jackie Gutierrez 
and Steve Lyons, who all 
made it to the majors with 
the Sox.

“Romine and Lyons were 
my roommates a lot of those 
years in the minors,” said 
Ciampa. “Clemens was coh- 
fident and a bit cocky but lie 
dominated. That year was 
certainly something special 
to be a part of.” 

The following year in ‘Yopa, 
he completely tore his ham- 
string, right off the bope, 
and although he tried to play 
through it, he tore it three 
times. He eventually could- 
n't walk for quite some time 
and had to retire. 

“T had to hide it,” he said. 
“At that time you didn't ‘sit 
out. You didn't have rehab. 
If you got hurt, you played. mt 

Hight years later he mar- 
ried his wife Ginny and. the 
two of them recently cele- 
brated their 26th anniver- 
sary. Then in 1994, they. had 
their first child Kim, moved 
to Wilmington, and then 
later had sons Mike (21) and 
Stephen (20). 

The same year Kim came 
into their lives, he started.to 
become a high school hock- 
ey official, and still is today. 
His entire family were on 
hand for Saturday's special 
night. 

“It was nice, really nice 
and (Austin Prep) did 'a 
great job,” he said. “When I 
got the call for it, I was ‘sur- 
prised because I really had 
never thought about it.”

“TEWKSBURY- “A year ago, I had cancer,” Jennifer 
Driscoll said as she was standing in the lobby of the 
Tewksbury Breakaway Ice Center on Friday night, 
getting ready to take the ice with the rest of her 
‘team to practice for the Chicks With Sticks Hockey 
game held two days later on Sunday. 

‘The game is a charity event intended to raise 
money for breast cancer research and treatment, 
“but ‘for Jennifer Driscoll, that battle is much more 
than‘a worthy cause.

But even with her desire to get back out 
theté, Driscoll found herself struggling. 

“Ithad slowly started working my way back up,” 
Jennifer recalled. 

Furing her recovery period, she heard about 
‘Chicks With Sticks. Jennifer’s son, Matthew, com-

While they are off to an 0-2 
start; better days certainly 
appear to be on the horizon 
for the Wilmington High 
Boys Lacrosse team.

While the Wildcats ended 
up on the short end of an 8-4 
final, Peters was very happy 
with. the way his team 
_ played, and knows that if 
they continue to get the type 
of effort they got in this con- 
test, they could have a very 
successful season. 

“Lexington is one of the 
best teams in the league, and 
this was by far the best 
game this team has played 
since I have been here,” the 
second year coach said. “We 
had (Lexington) scared.

“Defensively we have been 
lights out. We have one of 
the best defenses in the 
league, and’ John _ has 
stepped up net as well,” 
Peters said. “I know it has 
only ‘been two games, but I 
could not be happier with the 
way he has played.” 

Matt Penney and Steve 
DeFuria scored two goals 
each. spark the Wildcats 
offense. While Penney, 
DeFuria and Joey Marino 
have provided the only 
offense for the Wildcats so 
far this season, Peters is not 
concerned that more players 
are not chipping in to the 
offense. 

“Not really. We only have a 


certain amount of kids who 
are going to score and we 
need those kids to step up,” 
Peters said. “So far they 
have. Other teams will start 
to figure that out, but that’s 
ok, because I think those 
kids can beat defenders one 
on one. They are our scorers 
and we want them to score.” 

Peters saw his team 
improve from the first game 
to the second game, and with 
the Wildcats finally able to 
get back on the practice 
field, he is confident he will 
continue to see that improve- 
ment.

2009, Jim passed away after 
a battle with Metastic 
Prostate Cancer. Not only did 
that leave an empty void 
here in town, but certainly 
left a giant hole in his daugh- 
ter's ‘heart. 

“I miss my Dad every day, 
and often wish I could just 
chat -with him on the phone 
about’ nursing, running, 
Faith and just everything,” 
she said.

A long journey but worth it 


there tomorrow morning. 
Welcome to The Show'! He 
gave me a hug and told me 
to sit back down and let it 
soak in a little bit.” 

The. Rockies had to make a 
roster move that day 
because Axford took a 
“Family Medical Emergency 
leave from the Rockies. His 
Son. was bitten by a rat- 
‘tlesnake and the nature 
became more serious than it 
.was originally thought. But 
at ‘that time Oberg was not 
on the Rockies’ 40-man ros- 
ter,so the Rockies trans- 
‘ferred infielder Charlie 
‘Culberson from the 15 -day 
to'the 60-day disabled list 
which opened up a spot and 
‘Oberg's contract was pur- 
chased from Triple-A. 
1“Hill went on to explain the 
situation with John Axford 
and his son,” said Oberg. 
“Most of which I was around 
for in spring training when 
the initial incident occurred. 
He then told me to call my 
wife and my parents and 
pack up my bags and leave. 
Luckily the three of them 
were in town so we are all 
cable to grab a bite to eat 
pafter. being told (On 
Sunday) I flew out at 6:30 
am they made the six-and-a- 
half hour drive to Denver in 
my. car up Route 25.” 

Oberg flew out Sunday 
morning and joined the 
Rockies in Denver for their 
afternoon tilt with the Cubs. 
Oberg was given the No. 45 
(No. 14 in high school) and 
was in the bullpen the entire 
gamie and saw Rockies clos- 
er Latroy Hawkins give up a 
game winning home run to 
Dexter Fowler on an 0-2 
pitch for the 6-5 loss. 

After the game, manager 
Walt Weiss said Hawkins 
would no longer be the clos- 
er, and he would be using a 
‘Closer by Committee'. The 
Rockies have been said to be 
grooming Oberg as_ the 
team's next closer. 

Then after that game on 
Sunday, Oberg and the team 
flew out to San Francisco. 
On Monday the Rockies 
defeated the Giants 2-0 as 
fellow rookie Eddie Butler 
won his first MLB game, 
and; Oberg was again in the 
bullpen but did not pitch. 

"There's great makeup 
with this kid, that's the thing 
that: always gets communi- 
cated whenever we talk 
about him," Weiss said 
Sunday to Owen Perkins 
from MLB.com. "Good stuff, 
plus stuff. Mid-90s with a 
good breaking ball. Good 
competitor. Lot of poise. 
He!s an impressive kid." 

Oberg's strength on the 
mound has been his fastball 
and tremendous curve ball, 
and he told Perkins that he's 
been,» working on a few 
things over the years while 
in the minors. 

"My: change-up has gotten 
better over the last three 
years," Oberg said to 
Perkins. "And then a slider 
I've been working om last 
year and into this year. I 
think they (the Rockies) just 
wanted a more controllable 
off-speed pitch, but they 
don't want me to get away 
from the curveball." 
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The Rockies' bullpen coach 
is former MLB pitcher 
Darren Holmes, and Oberg 
said to Perkins the two have 
worked together during the 


six weeks at Spring 
Training. 

"I've had a few conversa- 
tions about that with 


Darren," Oberg said. "His 
thing is just making sure 
that you adjust your eye- 
sight and adjust your target. 
He said other than that, you 
still can throw it here. Just 
make sure you have the 
proper target." 

"It'll be exciting for him, 
make his Major League 
debut," Weiss said. "We're 
looking forward to watching 
him pitch." 

At TMHS, Oberg finished 
with a 14-3 record and a 1.11 
ERA. He helped lead the 
team to two straight MVC 
Division 2 Championship 
titles, while he was named a 
two-time Boston Globe and 
Boston Herald All-Scholastic 
and a two-time Lowell Sun 
Player of the Year. 

He went on to UConn, 
where he had a tremendous 
career breaking records for 
all-time appearances with 71 
and all-time saves with ll. 
In 2012, he finished 5-0 with 
an 0.99 ERA and 9 saves, 
while being named to the 
All-Big East First Team. 

It was during his career at 
UConn when Oberg suffered 
several setbacks. In 2010 he 
was diagnosed with 
Psoriatic Arthritis and was 
forced to walk with a cane 
for a month before medica- 
tion cured the problem. 
Then he missed all of the 
2011 season when he had 
Tommy John surgery. But 
he came back very strong to 
finish with that superb sea- 
son in 2012 and then was 
drafted by the Rockies that 
June in the 15th round. 

Oberg became just the sec- 
ond person in Tewksbury to 
be drafted joining Chris 
Mader, who was chosen in 
the 53rd round by the 
Chicago White Sox back in 
1991 out of Rollins College, 
which came after a great 
career at TMHS. Mader 
played at three different 
Single-A levels from '92 to 
'95 as a catcher/1B/3B and 
compiled career average of 
2.48 with 18 home runs and 
113 RBI. 

From when Oberg was 
drafted to last year, three 
years of minor league ball, 
he appeared in 109 minor 
league games and has a 
career mark of 1-9 with a 
2.15 ERA with 61 saves. In 
108.2 innings he has struck 
out 113, walked 39 and has 
given up just 79 hits. 

Last year while pitching in 
Double-A, he finished 0-1 
with a 2.63 ERA and 15 saves 
before an injury ended his 
season. He had off-season 
surgery and came to spring 
training completely healthy. 

"It's a great tribute to 
Scott and his parents,” said 
Drouin, about Oberg getting 
called up to the majors. “I've 
gone on a few Rockies web- 
sites and seen some Twitter 
Feeds, and every time they 
speak about him it's always 
about his make-up, charac- 


ter, work ethic and how 
coachable he is. Those traits 
start at home. 

“T couldn't be happier for 
him. He will never change, 
I'm confident of that. If he is 
home, he always stops in to 
say hello, comes over to 
Batter Up (an athletic train- 
ing facility Drouin works at 
in Methuen) and gets a work 
out in, signs autographs for 
kids. I said it before, he's a 
better man than he is a play- 
er.”

Bergman, who went the 
first four innings. Oberg 
faced four batters, giving up 
a lead-off single before retir- 
ing the next three in order 
including recording his first 
MLB strikeout. 

After the game around 2 
am EST, the Town Crier met 
up with Oberg for a phone 
interview. 

“It's honestly a dream 
come true,” he said. “The 
guys on the team are accept- 
ing me and that helps. They 
are a fun group to be around. 
I'm just taking it all in right 
now.” 

Oberg was called up from 
Triple-A on Sunday (see 
additional story) and didn't 
home 
against the Cubs or Monday 
in the first game against the 
Giants in San Francisco. He 
was told before Tuesday's 
game that he was going to 
make his debut. 

“I was definitely nervous 
throughout the entire game,” 
he said. “(Manager) Walt 
(Weiss) told me that there 
was a good chance I'd pitch 
(on Tuesday) and I could 
possibly even go two innings. 
I started warming up before 
the fifth inning, and I was 
definitely getting more and 
more nervous. I started to 
throw in the bullpen and I 
dropped and fumbled the 
ball around a few times and 
the fans were heckling me. 

“Once I got in there and I 
let go the first pitch, I took a 
deep breath and everything 
seemed to go back to nor- 
mal.” 

Oberg threw 17 pitches with 
10 of them strikes. He mostly 
threw his fastball, which 
reached 93 a few times, and 
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his change-up, while he 
tossed in a few curveballs. 
He faced four batters in all, 
actually all four were lefties, 
starting with Nori Aoki. 
Oberg threw two balls to fall 
behind 2-0, before Aoki took 
a called strike and then 
fouled one off to even the 
count at 2-2. He then hit a 
weird chopper off the back 
part of the right hander's 
batter's box and reached 
first on a harmless infield 
single. 

“All I was trying to do was 
get groundball outs and let 
the defense do the work,” 
said Oberg. “Aoki got on but 
there was nothing I could do 
about it. I just needed to 
throw strikes, pitch well and 
at that time I was hoping to 
get another groundball for 
the double play.” 

Oberg's a groundball pitch- 
er and Colorado's infield 
defense is simply the best 
all-around with Gold Glove 
players at every position - 
especially third with Nolan 
Arenado, who later in the 
game made a spectacular 
over the shoulder gem before 
falling into the stands. 

With Aoki at first, Joe 
Panik followed to the plate. 
Oberg again fell behind 2-0 
before Panik took a called 
strike. He then fouled the 
next two pitches off, before 
Oberg threw ball three low 
and inside. With the count 
full, Aoki took off from first, 
and Panik took a change-up 
right now the middle for a 
called strike, while Aoki 
slide safely into second base 
with the stolen base. 

“I just wanted to limit the 
damage and try to keep get- 
ting groundball outs,” he 


said. “I threw the change-up 
to Panik (for the out) but 
Aoki was able to steal sec- 
ond.” 

With a runner at second 
and one out still in a 2-0 
game, Oberg then faced 
Angel Pagan, a very tough 
and feisty hitter and player. 
Oberg threw a first pitch 
curveball for the strike to get 
ahead, before tossing the 
next pitch for a ball. Then on 
the third pitch, Pagan 
grounded out to shortstop, 
with Aoki moving to third 
base. 

Brandon Belt followed and 
ahead 1-0 in the count, he hit 
a groundball just a few feet 
to the right of the second 


‘base bag, and with the dra- 


matic defensive shift on, 
shortstop Troy Tulowitzki 
threw him out at first to end 
the inning. 

“The infielders are by far 
the best defensive guys in 
the entire league,” said 
Oberg. 

From there, Oberg watched 
the final four innings from 
the dugout where his team- 
mates Latroy Hawkins, 
Christian Friedrich, Rafael] 
Betancourt and Adam 
Ottavino, along with Oberg, 
combined for five innings of 
relief, giving up just one run 
and combining to strike out 
four. 

The Rockies nailed down 
the victory to improve to 6-2 
thus far, a big surprise con- 
sidering the team's very 
young pitching staff. 

“T was in the dugout the 
rest of the way and watched 
the rest of the guys (nail 
down the win),” he said. “I 
guess (our 6-2 start) has 
been a little bit unexpected.”

McCourt ready for 
Monday’s challenge 


“When I first ran it, I just 
wanted to experience it,” 
! McCourt said. “I was living 
‘in: Boston, in Jamaica Plans, 
and I kind of just wanted to 
see what it was ‘about. I 
didn’t know about the pres- 
rtige associated with it. I 
remember riding the bus 
>fnom Boston Common with a 
bunch of people who had 
i qualified with their time, and 
‘I thought that that could be 
me.” 

Life as a marathon runner 
requires often grueling train- 
ing, as McCourt trains her 
,body by running around 50 
-Iniles per week. One day is 
‘ devoted to an exhaustive, 20- 
‘plus mile run, while the 
other days are split between 
-Shorter distances of five or 
- Six miles at a time. 
, Many people would balk at 
_ the notion of even the five or 
_six mile runs, but McCourt is 
driven to push herself as 
much as she can. 

Fe | run year-round,” 
McCourt said. “I only do 
about one marathon per 
“year, but when I am doing 
marathon training I run 
about 50 miles a week. 

“Running is my true love, 
as far as fitness goes, but 
‘I’ve definitely seen a lot of 
“benefits from the cross 
training.” 
‘'' That training became all 
"the more difficult following

tent boyfriend.

“the gym as she ran, and it 
‘helped make the exhausting 
repetition of running 20 
‘tiles on a treadmill a little 
‘More palatable. 

**T try to make it as hard for 
myself as _ possible, but 
‘there’s nothing quite like 
‘funning outside,” McCourt 
‘hdmitted. “It was a difficult 
‘winter for everybody!” 
~McCourt’s love for the run 
came about _ relatively 
récently in her life. After a 
"bad relationship breakup in 
2006 while living in Chicago, 
‘$he found herself at a loss 
~for how to properly expend 
the emotional and physical 
frustration. Running became 
the outlet she utilized, with 
her first marathon experi- 
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ence being the Chicago 
Marathon. 

“IT went through a bad 
break up of a seven year 
relationship,” McCourt said. 
“J had run a little bit before 
that, but as the relationship 
ended I needed a new outlet 
for stress and activity.” 

By her own admission, 
McCourt’s participation in 
the Chicago Marathon came 
about as something of a 
whim. When she began to 
dig into the actual training 
experience, McCourt turned 
to online courses and sug- 
gested training routines to 
get herself in marathon-run- 
ning condition. 

It paid off, and McCourt 
has continued to improve her 
abilities over the past sever- 
al years. Most recently, she 
completed the Vermont City 
Marathon and Relay race 
with a time of 3:27:34, finish- 
ing 52 out of 1,147 female 
runners, and 315 out of 2,437 
overall runners. But even 
this accomplishment is not 
enough to satisfy McCourt, 
and she is raring for the 
chance to do even better at 
the Boston Marathon. 

“The more you get into run- 
ning, to keep your interest, 
you have to keep changing 
up your goals,” she said. 

McCourt’s desire only 
became amplified following 
the bombings at the 
marathon two years ago. 
While she was living in New 
York City at the time, the 
images of destruction shook 
her to the core. 

“TY’ve always associated 
Boston with my home, and 
hearing about the bombing 
while living in NYC, I was 
just horrified,” she said. 
“That was kind of a motivat- 
ing factor to get back into 
the race, to honor the people 
who got hurt.” 

But more than any other 
factor, McCourt is running 
next week because she is 
driven to it, because there is 
no experience that can quite 
compare with being in the 
middle of a marathon sur- 
rounded by hundreds of fel- 
low runners and cheering 
fans. 

“l’m just going to try and 
truly experience it,” 
McCourt said. “I have six 
marathons under my belt, so 
I know I can do it. I just want 
to get my best personal 
record time. But I really 
want to truly experience the 
crowd and soak in the day 
and the people along the 
way.”

Al Pacino's latest, 
"Danny Collins," is a com- 
pletely charming comedy- 
drama. The film is always 
in danger of sliding into 
"formulaic" and "sentimen- 
tal" territory, but Pacino 
and his excellent cast mates 
make it a fun ride anyway.

Fogelman tips us off early 
that his film is "kind of 
based on a true story.

An additional four 
states prohibit text messaging 
by novice drivers. 

38 states ban all cell phone 
use by novice drivers (includ- 
ing hands free; participating 
states include Connecticut, 
Maine, Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island and Vermont). 20 states 
prohibit it for school bus driv- 
ers. 14 states prohibit all driv- 
ers from using handheld cell 
phones while driving (includ- 
ing Connecticut). : 

With this being its sixth 
year, Lennon said he hopes to 
make the Distractology course 
an annual event near prom 
season.
